Legislature Acts 
On Glades Bills 


Action in the Florida Legis- 
lature sessions during the past 
week included deliberation on 
several bills (affection the 
Glades. The legislation was-in- 
troduced, in most instances, by 
our Palm Beach County dele- 
gates. 

H. B. 1189 which was intro- 
duced by Reps. E. S. Roberts 
and R. J. Blank, Jr., would al- 
low the Glades Office Building 
to accept cases for filing in 
Small Claims” Court. Actually 
cases have been filed at the of- 
fice for some time; however, 
this action was being done un- 
der previous legislation. Roberts 
felt the additional action was 
more binding. 

The bill also provides for the 
appointment of am assistant 
clerk and compensation there- 
of, payment of mileage for the 
judge in attendance at court 
hearings held at the building 
and creates a bailiff position. 

The action was read for the 
first time on May 6. 

The House passed and sent 
to the Senate a bill to provide 
for the change in election laws 
for the City of South Bay. Oth- 
er legislation includes House 
Bills 1033-1042 pertaining to 
Belle Glade. 

These bills deal with changes 
in civil service laws, ordinance 
passage and numbering, city 
limit extension, investment of 
public monies, ratification of 
tax rolls, and causes of action 
against the city.

Lane & Sons Build Corn Harvester For Canadian Firm 


The ability of “Pappy” Lane 
to build harvesting machines is 
widespread, as we all know, and 
now his influence has spread to 
Canada since he was contacted 
recently by James Policheck of 
Leamington, Ontario to con- 
struct a standard corn harvester 
for use there. 

The unit, built on a 2% ton 
GMC truck chassis, took about 
four-weeks to build. It measures 
40 feet long and the "wings" 
the picking belt span 44 feet. 
There are two transmissions in

The harvester will allow field 
hands to pull about 20 rows at

Morder Spree Ends With Suicide; 
Womtan Kills Husband During Fight 


Two murders were committed at Belle Glade this week, 
according to Belle Glade Police Chief Charles Goodlett and the 
Glades office of the Sheriff's Dept. In one incident Sunday morn- 
ing a Belle Glade Negro killed one man and seriously wounded 
his wife and one other man before he took his own life. In the 


second Tuesday morning an argument ended in murder. 


Chief Goodlett said it was 
the first Negro suicide in at 
least 12 years and might be the 
first such instance here. 

Lee Hart, about 40 years old, 
shot Presfon Pigford, 43, in 
room three of an apartment at 
341 S. W. Sth St. after accus- 
ing Pigford of being involved 
in a love affair with his wife.
